It is said to have been placed on 
piers at the entrance of the port, as 
shown in the illustration, so that vessels 
sailed between the legs when entering 
or leaving Rhodes. Fifty-one years after 
being erected it was overturned by an 
earthquake, and lay prostrate for 900 
years, when, in 672, it was destroyed by 
Arabs and the metal exchanged with 
Jews for goats 


The first colossal figure met in travei- 


i ing through north Egypt is the sphinx, 
! beside the pyramids of Gizeh. The body 


is ot a lion, with a human head crouch 
ing in a plain of sand. It has the appear- 
ance of being the guardian of the pyra- 
mids 
The sphinx is ninety feet above 


the sand. Tho face, including the hair, 
\a twenty-six feet high. In the Sixteenth 
Lentuiy Prosperas Alpmus, who bchelc 
It intact, wrote highly of the beauty of 
Ihe f calm es, and Abdallatiff, a leaincd 
Arab physician, who saw it 400 years be- 
lore, praised warmly the sweetness of 
Ihe mouth and expression carried in the 
fcmile. This is all lost now, as the nose 
fs gone and the lest of the face badly de- 
faced. The Sphinx is supposed to have 
been chiseled 1050 years B. C., by order 
bf Thoutmosis IV, to honor the memory 
bf his father. Some historians, however. 


Superstition. 


The Russians were the last European race 


to be converted to Christianity, and are still 
within • distance of heathenism that is easily 
measurable. It is, therefore, little to be won- 
dered at that a number of singular supersti- 
tions should still survive among the peas- 
antry rather like those prevailing In Prance 
and England during the Middle Ages. The 
Russian journals are not much read in this 
country, but if they were more within the 
linguistic resources of English readers eager 
after novelties they would be much aston- 
ished at not a few items of news reported. 
Had newspapers been published in A. D. 1400 
in London, they would, we fancy, have fre- 
quently chronicled similar events to tbose we 
Ind recorded in the columns of the Russian 
>ress today. 
Since the time of Daedalus 


lying men have been objects of suspicion, 
and we should certainly advise aeronauts to 
lesitate before making an ascent in Russia. 
Not many years ago a Russian nobleman 


made a balloon ascent and had the misfortune 
o come-down somewhere in the Baltic prov- 
nces, where not «ven a picture of a balloon 
tad penetrated. There was, of course, the 
chance of bis being mistaken for a messenger 
of tj»e sods and tenured in cortsequancS, but 
tbe peasants who inhabited the District Tthere 
lie alighted were apparently victims of pes- 
simism and concluded he was the devil de- 
scended from the sky to persecute them. 
They did not stay to wonder what the evi! 
one was doing so far away from his usual 
habitat, which is supposed to be remote from 
the clouds; but in t. state of mixed theologic 
and scientific ignorance the panic stricken 
mob tore the aeronaut to pieces. If a similar 
descent could have h*en made into Yorkshire 
400 years ago the aeronaut might have me 
with a similar fate or have been regarded as 
a messenger announcing the divine wratl 
and the final dissolution of all things—a panic 
to which the English people hss been pecu 
harly liable. This superstitious terror abou 
balloons, however, is an amiable weakness 
when compared with some others. It was 
only a week or two ago that the Russia 
newspapers related how a peasant had, wit 
the approval of bis neighbors, murdered hi 
aged aunt because he behoved her to ba 
witeh.—Nottingham Express.

It was in Nero's reign that the 


musical propensities of the Memnon came 
to light 
Refer to almost any one of the 


ancient histories, "and the melodious 
sounds -that the Memnon gives forth at 
sunrise will be found spoken of. Tacitus 
compares, them to the ring made by 
breaking the string of a lyre. On the 
Memnon legs and base are seventy-two 
inscriptions, the earliest in Nero's tune, 
dated A. D 44, and the last 130 years 
after, in the leign of Septimius Sererus 
The most famous inscription is that of 
the Empeior Adrian, who in 130 went 
with the Empress Sabin.i to upper 
Egypt 
Their names, half in Latin and 


half in Greek, are still distinctly visible. 


The renown of the speaking Memnon 


was much increased under the Antho- 
nys, and pilgrims came to make offer- 
ings at its feet, never doubting that the 
sounds were other than the voice of 
Memnon, the hero of Homer, the king of 
the east, saluting his. mother, Aurora, 
each morning at the sun's rising, Science 
in recent years has "laid out" the ro- 
mance of mythology in the most prosaic 
way, by finding that the stones in the 
statue gave out different noises when the 
sun began to shine on them after the cool 
and dew of the night.

The latter is the 
more ancient; the palace of Rameses 
Sesostris is of later date. 
' The entrance to tho palace of Eameses 
is of incomparable grandeur. Against the 
entrance stand four colossal statues rep- 
resenting Rameses the Great. They are 
each sculptured of a single block of Sy- 
ene granite of mingled red and black, 
They are seated xipon cubical stones, one 
of them leaning against a little obelisk. 
They are forty-three feet high. Although 
they are much disfigured and dilapidat- 
ed, one recognizes the high head diessin 
the form of a miter, the collars that en 
circle their necks, the legends engraved 
upon their arms, as well as, the pattern 
of the robes, fastened by ^ belt around 
the waist. These four Colossea, sitting 
in majestic silence at the gates of tin 
palace, must havo produced a most im 
posing effect. 


Within ono of the ruined courts lie the 


remains of a gigantic statue of Ramese 
the Great. In one block we have th 
head, chest and arms as far as the elbow 
in another the stomach and thighs. The 
left hand has been found, and also on 
of the feet. The head has preserved its 
form; tho different shapes of the head 
dress are easily distinguishable, but the 
face is hopelessly mutilated. It is almost 
impossible to give the exact height of 
tins Colossus. Tho ear is neaily four 
feet long 
The distance from one ear to

Las been done preliminary to tbe active 
fildwork to beg.n neit year. 


The method iaangorated by the office 


tied approved bj tbe Secretary of the In- 
terior, will not only bring the best work 
and leave the Superintendent free to act 
with great rapidity when tbe demand is 
greatest for clerks, bat is m tbe Hoe of 
practical civil service reform. Several im- 
portant reports of the Eleventh censni will 
be ready lor publication during tbe Fall 
and Winter of 1890, and the Superintend- 
ent makes • suggestion, which if adopted 
by Congress, will secure, he thinks, the 
publication of the volumes speedily after 
thej are ready for the printer. The plan 
is to have the volumes printed by private 
contract only, having the census office 
print and publish them itself. The work 
preliminary to tbe enumeration is well in 
hanl. The population schedule has been 
prepared, and )tt addition to tbo inform- 
ation called for by tbe Tenth census the 
schedule will ascertain what language is 
spoken by every peraon ten years of age 
and upward, how long adult males of for- 
eign birth have been in the United States, 
and whether they are (naturalized, bow 
many children «aoh married woman has 
and bow many living, and the classification 
by race will include mnlattoea, quadroons 
Rudostoroons. 


Among the important new features is a 


special study of the birth ai.d death rate-?, 
and tbe principal causes of the deaths of 
twenty-four of our largest cities; a special 
study of the influences of race npon fecund- 
ity and mortality, and a special study of 
the relations of occupation lo the death 
rates and to tbe particular oanaes of death. 


Inquiry regarding names, organization 


and length of tarvioe of surviving veterans 
of the rebellion who served the United 
States, will call for a report of eight vol- 
umes of 1,000 pages each. 


The statistics of agriculture, it is ex- 


pected, will be more complete than evei 
before, and many Include some new tea- 
tares in relation to irrigation, dairy uu.i 
poultry products, ranch cattle and the 
number of animals other than those on 
f«rma 


The preliminary work 10 the division of 


minnfaotnrea indicate that the statistics 
will be more complete and accurate than 
tbe country baa ever bad before. 


SILVER IS AN AMERICAN PRODUCT. 


,Wa are pleaded to note tbe following 


editorial in the October number ot tbe 
Textile Record of America—a journal pnb- 
tinned in Philadelphia, of largo circulation 
rod commanding influence among ihe tex- 
tile DMunfaotnren of the United Steles. Its 
specialty-is not finance, but the editor is 
evidently loyal to American silver a ad Am- 
erican prosperity : 


The taflaeoee of silver npon prices of 


commodities is not generally recognized, bat 
it deserves very close attention from tbe 
American publio and praticularly 
from 


manufacturers. There can benodoubt, we 
think, that the depression of prices of ar- 
ticles which has prevailed for several years 
in chiefly due to the discrediting of silver 
by O»rm*ny and the subsequent suspen- 
sion of the operations of the Latin Union. 
The effect ot t'aese movements was to en- 
hance the value ot gold by increasing tbe 
demand for it, and at the same time to 
strengthen the prevalent disposition to 
measure everything by the gold standard 
Thus it came about that more silver bullion, 
more cloth, more iron, more wheat, more 
ot everything produced by human iodnstry, 
was required to buy a gold dollar. Or, to 
turn tbe thing the other way, a gold dollar 
would bay a greater quantity of any of tbi 
materials ot industry—tbat is to say, the 
prices of ibe latter were thrust downward. 
Now, if England and Germany could be in- 
duced to pnt the two metals on an equal 
footing and the Lit in States once more 
•honld stand together in the matter of 
silver coinage, th» VB!Q« of silver would 
advance, the value ot gold wonld decrease, 
and the prices of all oomoiojities would 
increase. Lens labor would be required to 
gel a gold dollar, or, to put it the other 
way, a gold dollar would buy less of the 
rniti of labor—prioea in short wonld ad- 
vance, la this view the importance of the 
policy of oar (Sovfrnmtnt is strictly ad- 
hering to tbe coinage of silver is evident. 
Bit f 01 tbn the prices pi silver and oloth'er 
articles wonld InniWe farther. The asser- 
tion nuy be ventured that the abandon- 
nttttoJtbis polity would inflict frightful 
injury neon toe conn try ar»d wonld make 
•tally hopeless the acceptance of bi metal- 
lism by the mono-metallic nations. 
Silver 


is an American product, and it Is good Am- 
erieaniim for us t* sUnd loyally by it.

THE TRIUMPH OF SILVER. 


The Silver Dollar truthfully portrays the 


financial situation ia the annexed: 


The triumph of silver !a near at hand. 


Nearly 17 years ago, by a base conspiracy, 
silver wiis demonetized in the fruited 
States. For five long years not a silver 
dollar was coined by the lain Is of this 
country. The gold bugs bad complete 
control. 
Germany had been converted to

t4.000.000 per month. Bat strange as it 
oj»y appear every Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, from 1878 to tbe present hour, has re- 
fused to coin over $2^000,000 per month— 
<nd *wy President, whether Democrat or 
Republican, bas held the mints to limited 
coinage. With that, however, we have 
kept even with the contraction ol the Na- 
tional Bank notes, and have added a few 
millions to oar circulating medium, merely 
enough to have kept a great financial 
panic off of the commercial world. But as 
the nation has grown, a* population has 
increased, the money volume of the country 
has grown smaller and smiller per capita 
until now business is in a measure 
paralyzed for want of money, and we are 
«oiog on into a panic in 1391—unless silver 
U remonetizecT and, tbe mints thrown open 
again to free and unlimited coinage. Our 
mines are fairly productive, at least they 
are producing .enough of 
the 
pr«o- 


ions metals to give ns proaperity, if Con- 
gress will only allow our gold and silver lo 
be coined as fast as it is mined and pat into 
circulation as money. The people at large 
are studying this silver question now intel- 
ligently. They have discovered tbat some- 
thin; is .wrong in onr finances, for they 
know that they are not prospering as they 
ahotftd. They find by this limited coinage 
and demonetization of silver tbat onr farm- 
ers and our cotton growers are being rob- 
bed to tbe tone of at least $200,000,000 a 
yea.r They propose to steed it no longst, 
bnt to demand of Congress more money, 
and tbat that money shall be in gold and 
eilver aa it is mi ned. They are getting de- 
termined tbat silver bullion shall not be, 
shipped ont of the country for tba benefit 
of other nations, and benoe it is that they 
will assemble in a great national eilver con- 
vention in St. Louis on November 26th to 
study this question more closely and to 
take snob action as will compel Congress to 
do justly. Tbe sold bugs have neatly 
rained this oonntry, and would hive soo- 
oeeded but for silver. Henee it is tbe peo- 
gle are determined that silver shall tri- 
umph, and with it will come joy and re- 
joicing to tbe entire nation.

I have your favor ot Ooteber 30th, enclos- 
ing yonr official order of same date pur- 
porting to fix the rates for Ibe Government 
telegraph service of the fiscal year. The 
order has bad all (he earefnl and deliber- 
ate consideration that an official docu- 
ment from suoh a high source is entitled to 
receive, and after such full consideration 
'the Extculivo Committee of the Board of 
Directors has expressed itself unanimously 
in a preamble and resolulioD, a ooj>y ol 
which I enclose to you herewith. JVom 
tbe rates fixed last year, which were not 
remunerative, your present ardor mikes an 
average reduction of a fraction over 40 per 
cent. On messages transmitted less than 
400 miles, which embrace the Urger num- 
ber of Government messages, tba reduction 
is 50 per cen', and on transcontinental 
messages the redaction is from 50 to 25 
cents each on the minimum message, or 60 
per cent. Oo the Signal Service ot the 
War Department, commonly known as the 
'weather reports,' the reduction is one- 
sixth, or something over 16 per cent. Tbe 
statement upon which you presume that 
no 
question 
can 
arise 
as 
to the 


fairness of Ihess reductions is tbat tba re- 
duced rates hereby determined are practic- 
ally the same as those npon which one of 
the divisions or departments of yonr com- 
pany, as welt a* one of its principal com- 
petitors, transacted business for the public 
generally fir a considerable time. 
The 


fact that the Mutual Union Telegraph 
Company, a small organization belonging 
to this company, did for a time meet the 
Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph Company in 
sending messages short distances, and be- 
tween very few points, at 10 cants, is no 
evidence that no loss ol money was in- 
volved. If those companies bad made, an 
you propose, a rate ol 10 cents between all 
points less than 400 miles, distant from 
each other, tbe Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph 
system wonld have been sold ont by tbe 
Baltimore & Ohio Bailroad Company as a 
bad investment long before it was sold, 
and that rate wonld have reduced the earn- 
ings of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany below its actual expenses in tbat im- 
portant department of oar business. If 
the entire message business of this com 
pany for the fiscal year just closed had 
been sent at tbe rates named In onr circu- 
lar our total receipts from tout sonrc* 
wonld have been about $1,000,000 lees than 
the actual cost cf transmitting tbat. busi- 
ness. If thn me's.igf>3 sent by tbe Govern- 
ment were tqiiil in nnmbar for tbe several 
distances the rats named in yonr ciroolxr 
wonld average 15 cents for tbe minimum 
message cf 10 body words, estimating 10 
words free for address and signature, but 
as very much tbe greater number wonld be 
sent distances under 400 miles, and at tba 
lowest rate established, it is probable that 
an average of 15 cents would allow for two 
or three additional body wards in each 
messages. If tbe whole ol the 51,108,326 
messages sent during the 1 ist year had given 
ns bat an averaga of 15 cents, the aggrf- 
g«te reveaiae for transmitting messages 
wonld have been $3,116,248 90. Our total 
expenses were 914,565,162 51. 
After de- 


ducting from tbe expenses tbe amount paid 
other lines, the, refunds and nneolleeted 
items, the rental and operating cost of onr 
Atlantie and Cuba cables, tbe cost of main- 
taining lines, and the rental for and ex- 
penses of the gold and stock and commer- 
cial usws departments, there are still left as 
strictly pertaining to the handling of mes- 
sages,;$12,118.56113, which the entire rev- 
enue, at the rates yon name, would laek 
over $4,000,000 of meeting expenses, even if 
the Government messages were ranch 
longer than I estimate and should yield— 
which is scarcely possible—in average of 


statute, but to include all their official busi- 
ness. Upon tbe present occasion a course 
is panned which gives your high official 
sanction to an attitude towards ns which 
we consider so unjust and so well calcu- 
lated to operate prejudicially to onr gen- 
eral telegraph business that we feel com-

The further coarse you suggest of a 


board of arbitration is within what we 
have always proffered. 
We have stood 


ready always to supply to the incumbent 
of your office the fullest opportunity for 
search into tbe cost of telegraphic business 
and to accept freely his impartial judg- 
ment. If you prefer to delegate that judg- 
ment to a board composed as you suggest, 
leaving the rates for this year to bs gov- 
erned by that result, we shall be glad to 
meet it. Bespecting the personal inter- 
views referred to in your letter, I regret 
that there was a misunderstanding as to 
any positive engagement to see yon again 
after onr last conference. 
When we sepa- 


rated you asked if you should see me 
again." I answered that I did not know of 
any good that could come of further con- 
ference, but tbat if I found time in the 
forenoon of the next day I would make a 
short call. The next morning I had some 
business at onr telegraph office, and on re- 
turning to my hotel I learned that you had 
called and expressed regrets'at my going 
ont. 
If I had then the least 'intimation 


that you intended to call on me I should 
certainly nave awaited your arrival. I have

Following are the preamble and resolu- 


tions adopted by the Executive Committee 
on November 6, 1889: 


"WHzazAS, On the 29th day of Jane,

graph companies that under the provisions 
of the Act of July 24, 1866, they wonld be 
required to transmit the official messages 
of the United States for a compensation of 
1 mill for each word, without regard to 
distance, a price which could in no case 
be said to compensate the service; and 


"Whereas, On the 30th day of October, 


1889, tbe Postmaster General, by public 
circular, set forth rates as established un- 
der the provisions of said Act, which rates 
also are materially below the necessary 
cost to this company and to others of 
transmitting the messages of the United 
S'ates; and 


"Whereas, The company is obliged te 


consider 4he enforcement of said rates as a 
confiscation of its property to that extent, 
and is advised that obvious injustice under 
said Act is remedial at law, 


"Resolved, That this company 
will 


transmit as heretofore, with due priority 
and diligence, a'l telegrams bstwesn the 
several Departments of the Government 
and their officers and agents. 
Bat tills 


company will not accept ad final payment 
tbe rates above established until its right* 
in that regard have received snob 'furthi r 
consideration as it may be able to secure, 
«nd the President of this company is here- 
by directed to file a 'copy of this, onr pro- 
test, with the heads of tbe several Exacn- 
life Department* of the United States."
